The
profierty is now owned by the New York
City Kailwavs ( ompanyi anil it is under
stood that the company would be willing
to relitmiiish it The site is assessed at
$l,iS.00l), but its market value s regarded
as considerably greater.

In the steel trust hearing yesterday
before Kxatniner Henry V. Brown, in the
Custom House, Jacob M. Dickinson,
speolal assistant Attorney-Uetiera- l, suc-
ceeded in drawing from Harry A. Whit-
ney

on
the story of the destruction of hun-

dreds of documi'ts bearing upon the
connection of the American Steel and
Wire Company with the wlro rope pool.
From the same witness important testi-
mony was also elicited as to the Influence
which is said to have been brought to
bear on htm at the time of the recent Orand to
Jury investigation by Frank Haaokes,

and general manager or
tho American Steel and Wire Company,
and by George A. Cralguu, assistant gen-

eral sales agent.
The papers In question were the basis

of the Injunction by which the Govern
ment attempted to restrain the Steel Cor
poration from destroying any more evi-

dence in connection with the wire pool
indictments. Among them were letters
said to reveal the association of the United
States Steel Products Company with the
wire pool and Its participation in the a
fixing of prices. They had been re-

turned by the United States District At-

torney to tho American Steel nnd Wire
Company, with the understanding, the
Government contends, that. they were to
be preserved.

Mr. Whitney told how early in Novem-
ber or late In October, acting under in
structions from Baackes,
he had superintended the destruction of
the documents, which wero burned under
the boilers of the North Works of tho
Amerloan Steel und Wire Company at
Worcester. Mass.

Mr. Whitney was asked about a con
versa t ion he had had with Mr. Baackes
and Mr. Crnigen. who had approached him
in the corridor outside of the witness
room at Uie session of the Federal Grand
Jury. From this point up to the time a
when he was let off Mr Whitney showed
agitation.

"I went out." said Mr. Whitney, "and
Mr. Baackes. who had sent for me, asked
if I rememliered about the instructions
to destroy the papers. I told him that
I recalled his orders to burn them. To
this he replied 'I told you no such thing.'

"Mr. Craigen, my immediate superior,
came to me later in the witness room and
asked if 1 was sure that Mr Baackes
bail given mo those instruct ions. When
I answered in the affirmative he became
gte illy excited and emphatically declared
that he and not Mr. Baackes had issued
the orders."

Before lm left the stand Mr. Whitney h

reiterated his assertion that the papers
wero made away with on Mr. Bauckes's
orders.

"I wish I was not so sure," said he.
"I don't like to admit that he gave them
to me, but it is true."

The afternoon session was given over

Mr. King wus a builder who had
erected Madison Square Garden, the
Wash net on Memorial Arch, the Har- -
tholdl statue pedestal and the Equitable
nuiiumg. lie pianneu to erect mouei
houses in the entire tract and carried out
his plans, restricting purchasers of his
houses from using them for business
purposes.

An affidavit bv Philemon D. Gould of
243 West 130th street says that in the
winter Gobber, who had an undertaking

Considerable Interest was taken here
yesterday In financial circles in the report
from Lebanon. Mo., that on April 3u thu
treasurer of La Clede county had made
the last payment on tho tlOO.UOO bonds
Issued in 1809 to pay for the La Clede and
Fort Hcott Railroad, one of tho numerous
enterprises of the kind which flourished
gloriously up to tho tierlod when it came
time to do something in the way of actual
building operations, ror years tho per
fectly good bonds issued by I.a Clede
county have been floating around the
country and various were the vicissi
tudes through which the county passed
in its efforts to avoid payment.

The railroad proposed to bo built was
to run from Fort Scott, Kan,, to the west-
ern line of La Clede county In Missouri.

As was during that period a more fre
quent practice than now the counties
along the line agreed to help the pro-
moters out by Issuing bonds. The com
pany was to get everything ready for
the ties and then the counties were to
come forward with their bonds and with
the money raised 011 them the road was
to lie finished.

Iji Clede county made good its promise
and the County Court issued IllXi.tKXt

worth of bonds paying 7 per cent. One
member of the County Court dissenting, n
supplemental order was made and under
it the issue was dated July I, 1870. The
bonds were turned over to the railroad ;

promoters and they brought them to
New York, where they found a ready
market. Tho county fully lielieved that
the railroad company would fulfil its con-

tract and the bonds went into the hands
of innocent purchasers, it was only
when these purchasers asked the county
to redeem the pledges that It was realbed
that something in the nature of a swindle
had liecn perpct rated.

On January I. 178, tho County Court
entered into a compromise contiact
with the bondholders under which the
latter ngreed to surrender their holdings
for new bonds for fto per tent, of the
original principal and interest, but being
somewhat sceptical as to the extent
of its Kwers in the matter the court,
liefore executing its oart or the contract,
declared that the nia'ter should bo sub-
mitted to the voters or the county for their
amiroval

The electors gaye (heir consent to the
compromise contract, and accordingly
sixty-nin- e bonds of ll.tmo each and twenty-on- e

bonds of l(l each, dated January I,
IS7M, and all mado redeemable at the
pleasure of tho county at the end of five
ycarsaud payable tot lie holders at the end
of twenty years, at Opercctit were issued
This reduced the amount of outstanding
lionds to INt.Miu. Ten years later another
compromise was entered into with the
bondholders bv which the outstanding
bonds, then icduted to $7'j.(Hio. wero re-
funded with 5 ier cent, bonds. 'I here
were still outstanding four of tho original
bonds ror $1,0011 each and Isviring 7 per
cent, interest, with ihe holders or which
the 1 ut.rty Court had licen unable to
effect any compromise. This brought
the principal of the outstanding debt up
to $70,01.10.

While the county apfio.'ircd to be getting
on under these "various arrangements,
there weie now nnd then judges of the
County Court who refused to sign orders
of ihiyment on tho IkiiicIs. The result
was Hint some of them got into contempt
of court nnd were sent to jail. It was a
popuhr idea at the time thnt any lawyer
who would risk going to jail ror this of-

fence could lie elected judge, lscnus the
way a few judges felt iibout the payments
was in no comparison to the wrnth of the
tavfiaycrs when they round out what
thny were up against.

.Still the payments wero made and the
end has now come. The people of the
county are congratulating themselves, as
their Plight wasn't as bad ns thrit or other
counties that made bigger issues nnd then
couldn't effect compromises with the
purchasers of Itonds.
